To raise this amount of money, with the de- 
ductions and losses, required a levy of 20 mills 
of tax om total assessment of 611,684, 715, not 
including $350,000 to be raised from licenses 
and other miscellaneous objects. Now, the 
Common Council on Monday last, six months 
after the appropriation had been made, fixed the 
rate of tax at 18 milla, which will yield $5,609,- 
512. This wili leave a deficiency of $600,000, 
which will go over to next year as a floating 
debt, bearing interest at. 10 per cent, unless the 
Mersr and the several Boards cut down their 
expenditures.” The condition of the city finan- 
ces, already deplorable, owes much of its con- 
fusion to the culpable weakness and corruption 
of the Common Council. The taxes of each 
are collected, the appropriations have already 
been expended. The taxes of 1871 were short of 
the amount sPpropriated by $2,000,000, andi t 
was only by the use of the Osnal-Redemption 
Fund that the city was dragged through. A 
large deficit was thrown upon 1872. The tax for 
1872 was not collected until September and Octo- 
and actual expenditures made in 1872. The 
regult is now an aggregate deficit in the shape 
of a floating debt of more than a million and a 
quarter of dollars. No provision for this float- 
ing debt is incladed in the levy af 1878, and the 
city will begin the fiscel year in March, 1874, 
with a floating debt of 8 million anda half of 
dollars, and s deficit of $600,000 in the tax- 
levy for 1873, unless the are re- 
duced below the appropriations. In June, 1874, 
the Common Council will make the appropria- 
tions for the ensuing year; the means to pay 
those sppropriations will be the proceeds of the 
tax for 187/83. As there will be an aggregate 
floating debt, for which no revenue is provided, 
at the beginning of the fiscal year, of nearly 
two millions of dollars, the Common Oouncil 
next year, in order to bring order out of chaos, 
should reduce its appropriations to the net 
revenue applicable after paying the floating 
debt, or to about $3,500,000. If it, like ita pro- 
decessors, appropriates from six to seven 
millions, and levies taxes for a much less sum, 
then there will be another large deficiency next 
year, and in a year or two more, instead of being 
one year behind, the city will have expended 
two years’ revenue in advance of the sunual 
lection of 
Counail last June in making enormous appropri- 
ations in excess of the probable revenue to be 
collected. We are running the Government in 
1878-4 upem the taxes levied im 1872. For the 
year 1874-6 we shall have only the tax of 1873. 
As the Council persists in making the outlay of 
the city from six hundred thousand to a million 
of dollars a year greater than the annual income 
from which that outlay is to be paid, it is only a 
question of time when the city will be able to 
pay ite expenses at all. This business must be 
stopped. To meet the probable expenses 
of the year 1874-5, including the accumulated 
flosting debt, will require a levy of 83¢ per cent. 
The only way to obviate this will be to cut down 
next vear’s appropriations, so that the levy of 
1878 will cover them as well as pay the floating 
debt.

chat the Virginius was not entitled to an Ameri- 


can clearance or an American flag, clears up the 
Cuban muddle, and relieves the Government of 
the uncomfortable elephant which it has had 
upon its hands so long. Under the statutes and 
decision of the Courts, it was impossible to ar- 
rive at any other conclusion. The statutes of 
the United States provide that ships built with- 
in the United States, and belonging wholly to a 
citizen or citizens thereof, or not built 
within the United States, but on the 16th 
day of May, 1789. and 
thenceforth continuing to belong to a citizen or 
citizens thereof, may be registered as ships of 
the United States. No ship, however, is enti- 
tled to registry if owned by a citizen who 
usually resides in a foreign country, or can enjoy 
the rights and privileges appertaining to Ameri- 
can veaséls any longer than it is qxclusively 
owned and commanded by a citizen of the 
United States, In addition to these provisions 
of the statutes, the Federal Courts have estab- 


lished two important facts which have a bearing 


upon this ease: First, that the residence of 
the owner determines the foreign or do- 
mestie character of a vessel, and that 
it it is navigated by charterers who have ex- 
clusive control of it, they must be regarded 88 
the owners. Second, that although it is not ung 
lawful for American citizens to be part owners 
of a foreign vessel, the vessel does not thereby 
become entitled to American privileges. 

The burden of the proof cited by Attorney- 
General Williams, coupled with the provisions 
of the law, makes out a clear case against our 
hasty folly, and sustains the position of the 
Spaniards in demanding the Virginius back. 
The depositions show conclusively that 
the Virginius at the time of its regia- 
try was owned by Cubans, who furnished 


‘the necessary funds for its purchase, and that 


Patterson appeared as the nominal owner, be- 
cause foreigners could not obtain a register; 
furthermore, that Patterson's oath was false, 
and therefore that the registry obtained in his 
name was a fraud upon the navigation laws of 
the United States. There is another link in this 
chain of testimony of a moral rather than « 
legal character, but which nevertheless is very 
conclusive” From the day that the Virginins was 
captured to the present, neither while it was in 
Spanish or American possession, has a claimant 
of the vessel put in an appearance or made any 
demand for it. Does any one suppose that 
if Mr. Patterson, or any other American citizen, 
had owned the vessel, and that it had been law- 
fully registered and was entitled to carry the 
American flag, he would not have put in his 
claim at once? The fraudulent registry hav- 
ing been established, of course works the for- 
feiture of the vessel, and any proceedings in s 
It will save time, trouble, and expense, there- 
fore, to hand the Virginius back to Spain at 
once, as we have no business with 
it, and in fact may, incur future 
expense in holding on to property that does not 
belong to us, The additional opinion which the 
Attorney-General volunteers, that, even under 
these circumstances, the Virginius was exempt 
from interference on the high seas by another 
power, is gratuitous, because it is not germane 
to the case in question, and, in thus supplement- 
out of the record.

Two important political events have occurred 
recently, which, when considered together, ae 
they should be, are of great significance. The 
election of Gov. of California, to the 
United States Senate, and the public withdrawal 
of the members of the Decatur Cohvention in 
this State from all existing party organizations, 
are fruit of the same tree. They are the result 
et the Independent movement in polities which 
may be seen everywhere, but which the farmers 
have espoused with such heartiness 88 as to make 
it almost sure of success in the agricultural 
States. This new political activity has been at 
work only afew months, but has permanently 
destroyed the ascendancy of old party organiza- 
tion in more than one State, and prepared the 
way for its own supremacy in s majority 
of all the States. The fall elections 
brought a revelationto the Independent voters 
as well as to the old trading politicians: The 
latter were so accustomed to their easy majori- 
ties, like the regular Republican majority in 
Wisconsin, of 10,000 ‘to 20,000, that they felt se- 
cure. The former had so long succumbed to ma- 
jorities like the 60,000 Republican surplus in Iowa, 
that they were almost The event aston- 
ished both. On election day, the Republican party 
of Wisconsin was so utterly overthrown by the new 
movement that it remains stunned to this hour. 
In Iowa, the Legislature was carried by tne 
Farmers, who found that the formidable 60,000, 
to be conquered needed only to be attacked, 
county by county, Had the Anti-Mdfiopohste 
known themselves before the election as they 
did afterward, they would probably have carried 
the State. They had no State Committee, spent 
no money in canvassing the State ticket, nor 
in printing ballote.
